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1. WE HAVE INFORMED THE FRG AID AND AGRICULTURAL 
MINISTRIES AS WELL AS THE FOREIGN OFFICE ABOUT THE US 
CONTRIBUTION FOR THE SAHEL ZONE. AID MINISTRY 
OFFICIALS TELL US THAT THE FRG'S CONTRIBUTION WILL 
PROBABLY BE DIVIDED AS FOLLOWS: 

A. BILATERAL HELP - FOR CY 74 THE FRG HAS DM 15 
MILLION AVAILABLE. THEY EXPECT A SIMILAR AMOUNT IN 
1975. 

B. MULTILATERAL CONTRIBUTION - THROUGH THE COMMON 
MARKET (FOOD AID CONVENTION) THE 1974 CONTRIBUTION 
WILL BE 130 THOUSAND TONS, OF WHICH 40,000 WILL COME 
FROM THE FRG. TWENTY THOUSAND TONS OF THE 130 
THOUSAND TON TOTAL IN 1974 WAS EARMARKED FOR ETHIOPIA. 

2. MINAG HAS PROMISED TO ADVISE US AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
CONCERNING THE SCHEDULING OF BOTH BI- AND MULTILATERAL 
PROGRAMS.
